Tt have the honour to submit my annual report on 
the work and operations of the Cruiser "FALCON", 
for the past season of 1905,in District No 2 
Northern British Columbia. 

I am again pleased to be able to report on the 
satisfactory work of this vessel,we have placed a 
check on the illegal fishing that was so flagrantly 
carried»on last seasonh,the salutary lessons we in- 
flicted on those who were infringing the Fishery. 
Reculations,resulted in considerably decreasing 
the seizures made by this Cruiser. 

The barricading on the streams dontiguous to the 
Inlets and Bays on the salt water,has almost entirey 
ceased,and the Fishery Regulations generally have : 
been respected and observed by the fishermen. 
Consequently there have been no important sel sure 
made, like last season,and I have nothing of 
‘akebent to ‘report. 

I may howevey say that the “FALCON” has too | 

an area of water to cover to give entire sa 
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As I mentioned in my last seasons report,we have 
1,500 miles of caast line to patrol,and the speed 
of this vessel is not suffisient ,being only 8+ 
miles an hour,to cover this jimmense distance. 

This season five or six new Canneries are being 
erected and will be in operation,consequently there 
will be more competition among the Cannerymen and 
Taheraen, to cateh the salmon,prices will prob- 
ably, higher and inducements to fish illegally will 
be greater,and as the population of the District 
is increasing each year,so of necessity will the 
fishing industry increase,and it will be necessary 
for the Department in the near future to have a 
faster cruiser in my District. 

The vessel was hauled on the ways in August last 
for the annual cleaning ané painting of her hull, 
which was found in excellent condition,a few minor 
repairs were made and the vessel then proceeded, 
with her work, | 
Should you require a more detailed report of the 
vessels work I shall be pleased to furnish you 
with same,

I have the honour to submit the following report 


on my work and observations on the varioue rivers 
tributaries and lakes in the upper Skeena District 
committed to my charge during the past season, 

The object of my appointment was to enforce the 
Fisheries Regulations and if possible to deter the 
Indians from using barricades across the various 
streams which have in the past prevented the salmon 
from reaching their natural spawning grounds,with 
the effect of diminishing the school of fish and 
the great industry and benefit derived therefrom. | 


In ny appointment the Department warned me to eo \ 


caution ahd, discretion ,this I have paid stric 
attention to,M have given the Indians every privilem 
possible,without allowing them to use barricades, 
Having destroyed the great barricades at the head 
of Babine river,last year, I knew that the Babines 
would be sadly in want of nets,wherewith to catch 


the upper country,I went to the cannerymen who

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Kindly gave me a quantity of sockeye nets,new lines, 
twine ete,which I took with me and distributed among 

the Babines,giving some to the Hugglegate tribe,and 
showing them. how to use it. 

With regard to new web for thé Babine tribe next spring, 
I beg to refer you to my letter f October I9th I905, 

I also made it my business to, 886 that all ,as nearly 

as possible,caught their winters supply of salmon,and 

om my second visit to Babine, in September I took a strict 
account of the fish,caught on every stream around the 


lake,and found no less than 40,000 dried sockeye salmon 


in their possiesion,or mope that 600.t0 2. fami] ipcmad—ama : 
the spring saluon ere still running well,they alee q 
hoped to get a quantity of cohoes and steel heads later 

on. Besides the above supply,I may mention ether food 
facilities at hand,the Babine lake abounds in various 

kinds of excellent trout and white fish,which can be h 
\had with littbe exertion, they told me they could go to 
various other lakes,in winter load up the sleighs with - 
white Pish,and return in a short time, 

Their country is possessed of large and small game,and 

‘fur bearing animals,for which they reap a fair harvest 
every year,and I should cal] it a most hospitable lacal- 
ity,and it seems impossible with such excellent food 
supplies around them that people should starve. 

I regret to say however that the Morrice town Indians 

are not as well off,because they have for many years in 

the past,barricaded the falls in the Bulkley River oppo- 


site that place,till the great Bulkley nearly 200

miles long with all its tributaries and lakes,is al- 
most completely fished out, 

At the later end of the sockeye season when I expected 
to find 20,000 or 30,000,1 founa only 2250, dried salmon 
in the whole village, though the Indians had been fish = 
ing dilligently the whole time,I have already recommen — 
ded assistance to the old and helpless of this tribe 

in my letter of the I9th October 1905, previously refer— 
red to,all the remainder of the Indians in the different 
localities have caught their winter supply in a legal 
manner and appear to be contented, 

T may hear mention that I was taken to task by the Mor- 
rice town and Babine Indians on a matter which I could 
not rightly defend,on my second visit to the above places 
the Indians asked me if I was gaing over to take the 
barricades out that were put in at Fraser and Stuart 
lakes,fold them it was not my District,that those places 
were situated on the watershed of the Fraser river,the 
Indians then became greatly excited,and wanted to know 
how it came about that people overthere,were allowed 

to uee barricades and not them,asking me if it was fair 
they also said that some of those Indians had ‘called t 
them cowards to be so much afraid of the Government etc, 
I saw at once the great inconsistancy in this,but had 

I owned to the truth,to use-a vulgar phrase the "gig" 
would have been up,so I said I had no doubt, but Officials 
would be appointed there,in the near Puture,that the 
Government lived thousands of miles away and could not 
attend to everything at once,but imagine my feelings 
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being in a manner compelled to stifle the truth,I trust 
that I will never be placed in such a embarrasing pos- 
ition again,for above all things one:must deal with the 
Indians justly and, truthfully. 
Here I may stste that formerly nearly every stream was 
barricaded year by year and hundreds of thousands of 
salmon were taken by the Indians before they had spaw- 
ned,but this season I am happy to say that the new 
system of not using barricades has been carried out 
almost to the letter and vast quantities of salmon,»nd 
millions of spawn has been saved which will I am sure 
be of incaloukable value to the salmon industry of the 
Skeena, 
In the many meetings of the Indians which T was called 
to attend,! might say that I have been sorely tried , 
and often had to be firm,but have always left them on 
friendly terms,and I think they will be good Indians, 
Sage so long as they are well watched. 
a Ls0t.r0 Situation on Tatche,Perre, and Fifteen mile river,which 
PE can be taken as one, being similar in character, running 
3 £169 46 into Babine lake from the west,a vast quantity of sock - 


Bue OO” ditions could be seen on all viz;that the spamming area 
oo being entirely too limited,the salmon become frantic, 


eyes could be seen in each,on account of the barricades 


not being in-use this year,but the same unfortunate con- 


being greatly over crowded and would attack each other 
open mouthed,in a most ferocious manner,biting and 
hanging to each other with the tenacity of bulldogs, 
literally tearing each other to pieces,and often after 
a combat one of the contestants could be seen floating: 
down stream belly up. 
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Each of these rivers is obstructed by rock falls which 
prevent the salmon,from reaching lakes situated on each. 
The salmon had gathered in thousands at the falls,and 
were continually leaping,and in all dircetions,as there 
was only two feet of broken water,and too many fish in 
the way to get: a'good,leap,so many jumped headlong a 
against the precipice,and were killed,and in a little 
while several,I noticed,came out from the foot of the 
falls belly up,and floated down in full charge of the 
current,it was a pitiful sight to see so many fish, being 
destroyed in a vain attempt to get over the falls; 
Spawning grounds on each of the foregoing rivers. 
Tatche is only four miles long,salmon reach within a 
quarter of a mile of a» lake fifteen miles long,where 
two perpendicular rock falls are situated,seven and 
twenty four feet high respectively; It has two and one 
quarter miles of spawning grounds,Perre, one,and fifteen 
mile river only a quarterof a mile,where fish may spawn. 
The salmon begin to spawn about the middle of August a 
and finish about the middle of October;We have now seen 
that the salmon perish at the falls and on the spawning 
grounds,but I regret that it is my duty to describe a 
far worse calamity thah the two preceeding ones,we are 
aware that every female salmon,digs a cavity in the g 
ground in which to deposit her spawn,consequently the 
small bits of spawning ground. on the above named rivers 


are constantly moved and removed for the space of two 
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months, consequently the spawn is disturbed from the 
beginning to the end of season,so that there can be no 
doubt but that the greater portion of the immense quan - 
tity deposited,is destrdyed,and the above no doubt 
accounts for what the Indians told me,that the white 
fish come up from the lake in winter when they catch 
them in great numbers by cutting holes in the ice,and 
at thet time the bottom of the river is covered with 
dead sockeye spawn, 

But allow me to review the existing tonditions 3I am 
told there will be four additional canneries on the 
Skeena next season,that means about one thousand nets, 
200 fathoms long,this will comb the river day and night 
except during the closed season,and if the fish run 
there will be tons and tons of spawn destroyed at the 
Canneries, them the Ibdians all alongs the Skeena as 
well as any other river and tributaries,in the vast 
interior are preying on the salmon and every fish al- 
most without an exception is destroyed before it could 


spawn, 


In the foregoing I have pointed out that the salmon des- 


troy themselves on the apawning grounds,that the spawn 
perishes on said grounds by being constantly déstarbed , 
and lastly that the salmon destroys itself at the falls 
which is alone accountable for the whole unfortunate 
conditions. 

Considering the above sad facts it seems almost imposs~ 
ible that the school of salmoncan hold out and continue 
under such circumstances, therefore allow me to suggest 
that you cannot too strongly recommend the removal of 
the obstructions,while there is still enough left to 
stock the upper reaches of those rivers and retrieve 
the conditions upon them,for it should be remembered 
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that every river cleared so that the fish can get up 
becomes a natural hatchery in the future without expense, 


HATCHERY SITE, 
As I was instructed to look out a suitable hatchery site 
I beg to state that I have no hesitation in receommen- 
ding Tatcha or Fifteen mile river,a great quantity of 


sockeye was seen in each, they could be trapped easily, 


there is an ample quantity of fine building timber on 


either,but the water facilities differ materially viz: 
on Tatche the hatchery would have to be built one mile 
and a half from the lake,and still have a flume about 
One mile long. 

On Fifteen mile river,a building could be placed about 
$00 yards from lake,and have a flume only that distance 
long, the last named river is 88 miles from Babine 
village, while Tatche is only 40 miles. 

A steam launch would be indispensible in order to in 
sure quick communications, with the foot of the lake a 
and outside world,and in off years if such there be the 
spawn could be brought from three other rivers,which ¢ 
could be utilized,in fact either of these would form * 
the best site for a large and successful Hatchery, I 
know of in B C,and Babine is too well known to be the 
source of the Skeena River,to need any further comment. 
With reference to sketch plans attached (for which I 

am indebted to Guardian Wells ),I beg to state that my 
estimates are based largely on Indian labour,as they 
are on the ground and will work for others though they 
will scarcely do anything for themselves,and if the 
Depertment should see fit to spend money there,it woulcl 
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be a great incentive to them to forego their fishing 
on the spawning grounds of those rivers,they could 
also appropriate all the fish spawned by the Hatchery 
pedple. 

In conclision I beg to state I find it difficult to 
enforce the Fishery Regulations with the help at hand, 
the distances being so great and the trails in a Wad 
condition,also I find transportation,provision, etc very 
costly.

the Creeka mentioned in the report ,on Babine Lake, as 
a desirable site,my reasons fyy recommending Babine are 
as followe:- 

The sockeyé are far stiperfor both in size and quality 

in these waters than any other on the Skeena River,in 
a} the other streams they are emaller and an inferior 
fish,then again at Babine there is no possibility of 
running short, of eggs for the Hatchery ,as there are 
many creeks to draw from, Then again the Hudson Bay 
Company have a post on the Lake,which could be reached 
nine monthe out of the year; There are not sufficient 
sockaye and sockeye streams I consider to warrant the 
erection of a Hatchery at any other point on the Skeena 
or tributaries. 

With regagd to the building ,this should be built of 
logs,as it is impossible to get lumber into this country, 
The Indians will out all timbere and shipeaw 211 lumber 
até split shakes for the roof,this should be done in 
winter timp,ready for the epring,when the river boet 
going up in Aprilocan take in all iron supplies ete, 
Trusting the Department will see their way clear to take 
some atepe in this connection in the neat future; oy

” Having as usual been engaged at Essington during 
the early part of the season,I left for Hazelton 
on the [5th June in company with three Guardians 
to assune my duties’ in the Interior,and reached 
Hazelton on the I8th, I then placed the Guardians 
on their béats,and divided a quantity of sockeye 
nets which I received from the Cannerynen, free 


of charge,amongst the Indians on the Bulkley, and 


around Hazelton, 

At a nesting with the Babine Ladsans in the Fall 
of I905,it was agreed that I should interceed with 
the Department to get new nets for thom wherewith 
they would catch their winker food,this year, stat« 
ing they would be highly pleased if nets were 
forth coming for their use in 1906,and the Depart = 
ment 
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kindly grant@ the request and authorized me to procure 
7+ 
it,and I accordingly bought 6000 feet the requisite 
quantity of excellent sockeye web,ail the way to 
abide « 
Babine I reackted the above place in company with Mr 
R, E. Loring Indian Agent the 2nd July. We made 
ready to distribute the nets but soon found that all 
was not right, the Ibdians had changed their min@ and 
rejected the nets in a scornfull manner,and though 
many of them would gladly have accepted the nets ,but 
dare not do so as the leaders had forbid it,I saw 
there was an under current and some of them said they

contemplated putting, barricades, On July 3rd we had 
a meoting with the Indians wherein Mr Loring and my - 
self indeavoured in every way to get them to use nets 
instead of barricading,we set before them the evil 
effect of killing every fish,at the Dam and the conse— 
quence of violating the law; lir Loring promised that 
i? some of them should be short of food,by using nets 
that the Government would surely assist thenm,but all 
to no purpose they would not accept the nets,nor would 
they promise not to barricade, I gathered from some 
that they had been advised not to accept the nets,and 
to put in their barricades.and that»their advisers 


would see them through,with if \as far: as-the Govern- 


ment was concerned, and seeing no friendly advise was 
| 


of anji avail we came away, 
August [5th. Had word that Donkan Pocat and Halweis 
had received their nets on the [0th of August,and taken 
them home,up the Lake,as soon as Mishell,Old Fort Chief 
heard of it he sent three men in a canoe,under one Moy — 
oye ,leader,who entered Dunkan's house and took forcible 
possession of the nets. 
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sent ouf summons the same day for them to appear at 
Hazelton and be dealt with, 
August I7th, Guardians reported barricades about fin - 
ished in spite of all remonstrance and applied for 
warrants for six of the ring leaders. 
August 20th. Sent warrants with Guardian Norrie and 
special Constable Rosenthall to apprehend the leaders. 
The following account of the fierce fracas that took 
place when the attempt was made to arrest the leaders 
and remove the barricades ,I have gathered from Guar- 


dians Constables, and their depositions sworn to, 
% 9 


Our force consisted of Guardian Vells,in charge, Stewant 


Norrie, Constable Rosenthall,Brisco, Spencer,and two 


a, 


Indians from the Seecaners tribn. 

August 22nd .When our men prepared to leave the Village 
and go seven miles below to where the Barricade was, 
Chief George shook hands with the men,and in his loud 
voice said,"Good bye Good bye " and some of tha women 
sang in their most musical strain,this was afterwards 
interpreted to signify the last farewell and the song 
of death,some of the Natives strongly advised the men 
not to go down saying they would never come back, but 
they paid no heed to tlis,and started off ,80 did the 
Chief and other Indians and wamen,who arrived at the 
Barricade before our men,as they landed some distance 
above and walked down,as threats had been made to smash 
their canoe,should they take it down. 

Yhen the Guardians reached the barrier they fornd a 
desparate situation; The scene would have daunted many 
unarmed as they were,in face of an infurated mob,with 


their sleeves rolled up,their fierce passions aroused 
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shaking with excitement; The men could see at a glance 


that the natives were det€rmined to go to any extrematy, 


Wells here exibited great tact, he weing followed by the 
rest walked boldl# into their midst and suceeeded in 
gotting a parley with them which allayed their fare, 
for a moment,he then told them he wanted some of them 
for violating the Fisheries Act,and proceeded to read 
the warrants ard arrest them in the name of the King, 
but he had a fearful time,all of them resisted arrest, 
some struck him while others aimed blows at hin, and 

all of them were quickly rescued by tribesmen,the Chief 
shouted that they would resist to the last man, and 

that if'one were taken the whole tribe must be taken; 
Our men received blows from Clubs and were jostled about 
in a fearful manner, end seeing that further efforts to 
arrest the offenders was futile,they succeeded in ex- 
tricating themselves from the mob and went up to their 
canoe,and camped ,while the Indians were jubilant over 
their victory making noise and firing volleys at inter «< 
vals,the whole night,late that night they sent up to 
buy more ammunition but were refused, 

August 24rd , The men repaired to the place of action 
again being detirmined to remove the Barricade if pos- 
sible,but they found the Indians well organized the men 
drawn up in line on the rivor bank,there women armed 
with clubs were drawh up in a semicircle,close to the 
Bank and some Indians behind them,amid the tumult. the 
hie? could be heard saying,if any one touch the dam 

it will be at his peril,and that it was not to be re- 
moved, The Officers tried to persuade them to pull 

down the barricade telling them it would Sreatly mit - 
igate their offence but sey would not listen to reason. 
Yells then made an attempt to destroy the Barrier plac = 
ing Norrie and Rosentahll to guard the East bank,no 
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sooner had Norrie stepped close’to the Rerricade than 


he was dragged back by the Squaws,Wells went to his 
rescue and the two received blows from the clubs right 
and left,they then endeavoured to drown them but failed 
in the attempt, At the time the noise and turmoil was 
fearful the Guardians being almost pulled tp pieces, 
they could see that had tney pushed the women aside 

or used them roughly it would have been the signal for 
the men to attack, and Norrie saw the Chief had all he 
could do to keep the indians from attacking the Officers. 
who could see thet had they persisted any longer, worse 
things would have happened,and so they elbowed their 

way out of the excitd mob. Wells had his coat ald 

torn and was otherwise bruised , Norrie had a blow on 
the back that disabled him for two weeks,the Officers 
allowed that the humohation and indigni tyes heaped 
upon them wereebeyond description. 

Sept 4th . The Indian Agent and myself left Hazelton 

for Babine with the hope of arranging the matter,with 
oub further trouble and expense . 

Sept 7th, reached Babine, 8th. Had a meeting with the 
Indians and tried to persuade them in the best way we 
knew to send the prisoners out and remove the Barricade, 
ify Loring again promised them assistance should they 
need it, but they advanced foolish talk their faces full 
of irony,and refused to comply. 

We set the question before them in every way explained 
every point, sociah »moral, and logical, which also had 
often been done in the past, by Wells and myself, so that 
they throughly understood,the law upon the subject, and 
and the consequences of ite violation, 
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The protracted meeting at last came to an end,with the 
understanding that they should decide in the evening, 
in the evening their decision was to be heard in the 
morning,when two Indians told us they would not remove 
the Barricades,nor would they obey the warrants; 
Going through the village on our way home we called out 
the Chief,and asked him to Bive us a plain Yes or No 
he said NO, but if Pather Cocola on his visit to the 
village later on told them to dend the prisoners over 
to Hazelton they would do so, 
Sept 25th. The Chief of Babine came to Hazelton. 


" 26th. Babine prisoners came and were put in Hazel~ 


ton Jail, 


Sept 28th . Babine prisoners arraigned in Court, 

the Bench being G@ccupied by Mr Hicks Beach S. M, Mr 
Stevenson,and H, Helgesen J. P. I need not state the 
fine,as the Department are aware of it ere this. 

Oct 7th . Babine prisoners were taken on board the 
steamer for New Westminster, 

The Barrivade was fishing from the [8th of August to 
the I6th or I7th of September . It had more than one 
bad effect,although they that leagued together,in the 
barrier caught abundance of salmon they would not give 
any tp those who would not join them, consequently they 
have no winter supply,as they caught only a few of the 
first run,that went up the lake, before the Barricade 
was constructed,it also prevented the larger portion 
of the fish from reaching their spawning grounds,and 

I regret to say it destroyed the Tatche school of fish. 
In the latter part of the season I instructed the 
Guardian to go around the lake ,and take particular 
notice of quantity. of fish in each stream. And he 
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reports that with the axception of Tatche every stream 


had a fair quantity of fish,though mueh less than last 
year, But on Tatche the largest tiver with 4 miles of 
spawning ground,in his judgment only IO salmon were ~« 
seen,for every thousand last year,and T here beg to 
state that there is no doubt in my mind that the Batche 
school of salmon came later and thus perished iat the 
barricades. 

The Indians of Kitwancool also gave me some trouble, 

I had to make an example of the Chief,they were saucy 
and impudent,and talked of driving the Whites out of 
the Country,but I am happy to report thatin every other 
locality the law and Regulations were well observed, 
Babine river received the biggest share of the small 
run of salmon on the Skeena,which proves what I said 
in last years report that Babine was the main source 
of the Skeena salmon. 

The Indians along the Skeena did not get a sufficient 
quantity of salmon for their win ter supply this year, 
ahd they didnot fish dilligently either,as their patch 
of cultivated land yeilded such an abundance of pota- 
toes and other vegetables that they said they would 
not be able to sell the surphas, 

Splendid potatoes and other roots and garden vegeta — 
bles of an excellent quality and size were seen at 
BABINE. 

I also beg to draw your attention to the fact that 

the Babine Indians last year caught an ample supply of 
salmon with their nets,without barricading as we coun 
40.000 dried salmon the latter end of September and at 
that time the spring salmon were running well and they 
said they would get steelheads and. Cohoes later on, in 
fact they sold salmon on several occasions,in contra 
vention of the Fisheries Act, : 
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The Indians were then a law abiding Happy and contented 
they would listen to 800d advice and it was a pleasure 
to be amongst them,but after being ill advised they 
have this year exhibited afearful contrast for the 
worse which is shown by the above.

On Tuesday, September 25rd, I met Mr. J.7,.Williame at Swanson 
Bey in "FALCON" and made an inspection of this boat. If she had decent 
boilers and engines she would, perhaps, be suited for her work, but I 
would advise she be sold and the money she realises put into a better 
boat. 

Mr. Williama' district emtends 1010 miles of Coast line. 
More Fishing licenses are s0id every year, and consequently more work 
is thrown on the Inspector and the vessel given him will very soon have 
to be very much improved, and it would be better to take the matter 
in hand at onee and not waste any more money on the "FALCON". At the 
present time I think it would be fairly easy to sell her for towing 
purposes to one of the new concerns that are being put up on the coast 
either for lumber, pulp wood or cold storage. At present it takes the 
"FALCON" many long houre of steaming to take the Inspector his rounds, 
and the compliment in the Engine room consiste of one Engineer in 
charge and one Pireman. 

I find the men on board "FALCON" are not supplied with any 
uniforms, but the officers are, which arrangement appears incongruous. 

The "FALCON" takes the Inspector to Vancouver at the end of 
each season and one would suppose that she would, in the ordinary 
course of events, be repaired there, where the Official who has te 
spend so mich of his time on board her, could look after her; but no, 
for some reason adverse to common sense, economy and efficiency, mr. 
Willieme sends her each year to Nanaimo for thie purpose.

RE USE OF " FALCON " TO SBAROH FOR MISSING BOATS, 


Inspector Williams informs the Department 
that the public are continually sOliciting the ser- 
vices of the " FALCON,*® as well as of the Department's 
Gasolene Launches, for the purposes of hunting up men 
who have gone on expeditions of one sort or another, 
generally in Gasolene Launches; but who have not 
returned after being away for a considerable length 
of time. He also states that the public requests 
the services of these Vessels in the case of 
serious illnesses to bring Doctors, or to convey theo 
sick people to places where they may be treated, and 
he asks for the Department's instructions in the 
matter, as to whether in eachhinstance an applica-— 
tion for such assistance is made to him, he should 
wire the Department for permission, or, if possible, 
that he should be furnished with instructions as to 
the course that he should adopt in every instance, 


He adds that it makes the fisheries ser-— 
vice very unpppular to refuse in cases of emergency, 
and then again if accommodation is given in one in- 
stance, it is exp cted in all. 


The conditions at the present time in the 
district of Inspector Williams are somewhat peculiar, 
owing to their remoteness and infrequent communica- 
tion with other points, and on account of the dis-— 
tance from headquarters, it would seem to the under- 

igned dangerous to compel the Inspector in every 
instance to require permission from headquarters 
before giving assistance, as in somé cases the emer— 
gency might be so great as to result fatally on account 
of the délay. 


Oh the other hand the Department's boate 
should undoubtedly be used only on cases of real 
emergencies. 


As Inspector Williams 18 a man of pretty 
good judgment,in the opinion of the undersigned
